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HYPOOEITIOAL VILLAINY. 

Boadinsr a Han's Oharaotor ia Sis 
"Will— Remarkable Ope of 
Double Doaliner. 

It WHS Mr. Bi'ijjlil, we beliovo, who 
onc-o declared that he never judgoil a 
man's "chkPiifiter UUtil ho had read his 
will. The prudence of thiscourso .ieein.s 
lo III! iirovcd b}' a case which has ju.st 
been 1 1 card before \' iceC'liancellor Ma- 
liiis. "'riiefiict.sof this case are jieouliar," 
.says ilie I'iiiu-s in reporting it, "and 
involve the eliaracter of a gentleman 
vvlio was of some standing and position 
in the county of Lancaater." We agree 
with our contemporary in its innocent 
rt'iiiufk, and so -we think will our read- 
ers, when they hear what the facts are. 
The late Henry Bircliall wa.s a solicitor 
of liigir standing at Preston, where he 
nllii iaK'd as clerk of the Peace, and 
will re he enjoyed, not merely an ex- 
rtel!ent social position, but an unusually 
lii;.li I'cjjutation for honor and integrity. 
.Mr. IJirchall, it shonld be said, lived 
i.n i..\celieiit Il-uii.t wiili hia wife, a 
h.ily liirough whom he enjoyed a very 
liiiMil.somo fortune, which had been be- 
ijui'allied to her by her uncle. In the 
year 1878, Mr. Birchall died suddenly, 
not at his own residence, but nt Eger- 
lon Lodge, near Ijiverpool. The pain- 
ful discovery was then made that at 
Kuerton Lodge ho had kept up a second 
i-siablislnnent, that he passed there as 
"Mr. Smith," and that a lady who was 
known as "Mrs. Smith" also resided 
there. Further-more, two ohildren 
wiM-o discovered living at the Lodge. 
'I'lieso were not the offspring of "iMrs. 
Siiiitli," but of another person who had 
i-uliabitated with Mr. Birchall several 
years jjreviously, and who had after- 
wards died. All thiBse revelatioas were 
sad enough, and sufficed to throw au 
entirely new light upon the character 
of the Preston solicitor. But other 
facts even more startling j)resently came 
lo light. The property which Mrs. 
Birchall bad inherited from her uncle 
consisted of ^45,000 in railway shares 
and other stoclc. Mr. Birchall had 
drawn up the will by which his wife 
received this bequest, and he had most 
improperly drawn it uj) in such a form 
that he was able to secure possession of I 
money which did not properly belong 
to him, but to his wife. In order, how- 
ever, that she might feel quite secure, 
Mr. Birchall drew up a will, by which 
he bequeathed the whole of his proper- 
ty except about £5,000, to his wife, 
and this will he placed in her hands. 
On his death it was discovered that he 
had secretly made anolher will, revok- 
ing that in which he had led his wife 
to trusit. By this new will be bequeath- 
ed nearly the whole of her property — 
of which he had improperly obtained 
possession — to his kept mistress and his 
two illegitimate children, leaving the 
unfortunate wife an annuity of .L'-lOO 
a year. Thus Mrs. Birchall discovered 
on the death of her husband no*; mere- 
ly that he had been unfaitbful to her 
during a long course of years, and had 
been squandering her money in dis- 
reputable alliances with other fe- 
males, but that he had tleliberate- 
ly cheated and robbed her by 
means of his will. And all this he bad 
done under cover of the most shameless 
hypocrisy, leading his unfortunate wife 
to believe not only that iic was a faith- 
ful husband, but that she was amply 
provided for in the event of his death 
by the will which he had committed to 
her keeping. We are thankfiil to say 
that the Vice Chancellor has been able 
to save a portion of Mrs. Birohall's 
property from the clutch of the "dead 
intnd" of the soounilrel who deceived 
and defrauded her ; but the whole 
story may be commended to the world 
as om of the most painful revelations 
of hypocritical villiany ever made 
known in a Couvt of Law. The Times 
may well .say that the facts are "pecu- 
liar," and "affect the oharacter of a 
gentleman'' who is now shown to have 
been a most heartless and despicable 
knave. — Lceils Mercnrij, Feb, llth.

The Cape government have now spent 
£1,000,000 on the operations against 
the Basutos. This they have borroweil 
from the banks without the direct sane 
tion of parliament. Considerable alarm 
has been excited in the colony by this 
extraordinary expenditure, and the cape 
parliament will meet at an earlier date 
than usual — namely, the 25th March — 
when the question will be considereil.

Slie never hud any 
children by any of her husbands, so 
that ho, like his brother. Lord Cler 
mont, to whom he is heir presuni|)live, 
is heirless. He has estates in Louth 
and Armagh, in Ireland, of the value 
of 10,000 a year, and large pro[)erty 
through his wife in England. Ho won 
some distinction at Oxford V^niversity, 
but he is a heavy debater, and though 
a gentlemanly-looking and really a gen- 
tlemanly personage, is not a man of 
much calibre.

The enterprise is ono in which every 
Jew feels a very lively interest, as 
every one of that remarkable race ex- 
pects that one day the landof Judea will 
again be occupied by the descendants of 
its original owners.

Taiuik — I would aiivoi-ate such special lc(:isl:ition | 
for tlie Province as would lighten or ci|unlize the 
bearing the Domitiion Tarill lias a,;;ainst tlie obtain- 
ing eerUain nccossaries ol consumption, nt least until 
such tlmea OS advantage could betaken of the ma- 
terial bond of Union (Uio Hallway). In this connec- 
tion, I would advocate a branch line ol Hallway from 
Te'c Jaune Cache to tho most central point of tho 
Cariboo District, so that mining material could be 
obtained without llio ruinous cost that at present is 
such a barrier against the development of the min- 
ing interests. 

I would strive to secure for the Province greater 
facilities in tho mail service, according ns tho require- 
ments of fho country demand, doin/ my utmost to 
cause the aorvice butween B:irkcrvillu and C'uesnelle 
Forks to be renewed.

This steamship is the subject of a long 
description in the Free I'rem of Kanamo. 
She is new and very staunch iron steam- 
ship 2500 tons register, owned by tho 
Northumberland Steam .Shippitn; Com- 
of Xorth Shields. England, 'i'ho IJarnard 
Castle was built two years ago, unJ at 
first was engaged in the grain and cattle 
trade between Liverpool and New York. 
Subsequently she was chartered by the 
Chilean Government to take out a cargo 
of guns and ammunition to Valparaiso, 
and for several months was engaged as a 
transport and store sliip by that g'lvorn- 
ment. At one time there wore over 2300 
Chilean troops on board, and they wore 
stowed below like cattle, and their food 
lot down to them in buckets. The steam- 
ship's officers say that the troops were 
treated by their own udicers like so many 
cattle. Tho Barnard Castle carried the 
sick and wounded from Callao and Jjima 
to Valparaiso and intorniodiato ports. 
The conclusion of peace between Chili 
and Peru released the steamship from 
her engagement, and she came up to this 
port, leaving Valparaiso on Feb. 19th and 
liad fine we.ather till March 9th, tho 
.steamship some days making 275 miles; 
from the tith to the 18th exi)erienced very 
heavy gales from tlio northwest witlia 
high sea, and were obligotl to set tlio can- 
vas to keep steerage way ; from the 18th 
had light winds and thick hazy weather 
to Capo Flattery ; passed Victoria on Sun- 
day at 5 p.m. and anchored in Departure 
Bay at 9 p.m., making tho run in six 
hours. She carries a crew of 2G all 
told. 

The Barnard Castle li.as compound en- 
gines of 7000 horse power, with 33 and 72 
inch cylinders and 39 inch stroke. This 
steamship is 275 feet over all, with 34 
feet depth of hold. Sho has four largo 
hatches — two f rrward and two itfl — ;ind 
with htr bunkers will carry 2500 tons of 
coal. Water is used as ballast which 
is lot in with a valve and pumped out 
while tho loading is going on. Three 
powerful steam winches give all necessary 
power for discharging cargo, moving ship, 
hoisting anchor, etc.

Mr. Smitlie drew attention to tho ill- 
treatment of the former government agent 
at Nanaimo and of the late mining engin- 
eer at the lunula (jf this government, who 
had cut down tho hitter's salaiy, and ho 
had left tho service. Now tho government 
have to employ two oflicora at additional 
cost to do the former officer's work, and 
tho present position was a clear refjection 
on the bad faith of tho government, be- 
sides being an infraction of a resolution of 
this House. 

Mv. Beavcu explained that if tho late 
officer had remained the government 
would have been forced to furnish him an 
assistant on account of the increase of 
work. 

Examination of teachers (re-vote) §300. 
Mr. Wilson asked what was this for I 
i\lr. Walkom said this was for the pur- 
pose of examining teachers on tho Main- 
land. 

Mv. Vurnon -.Surolj- this is not to bo 
an annual tiling. 

Mr. Smitho insisted upon being told 
whon tho examination would take place. 

Mr. Walkom replied tliore was no ox- 
aniinatmn fivod yi't. 

Mr. Wil.soii wanted a clcarcf explana- 
tion. Would the provincial .srcrotavy en- 
lighten tlie oemmitteo I 

Tho provincial secretary deigned no an- 
swer. 

Mr. Drunimond demanded that tho 
provincial secretary Should explain. He 
did not want to vote blind. 

Mr. Humphreys said tho |>rovision was 
statutory. 

Mr. Smitho said tho §300 voted last 
year had boon cxiiended; and this could 
not bo a re-voto. The House had already 
voted .8300 for the current year and tho 
vote passed last year was expended. 

Mr. N\'ilson said that was precisely tho 
pasitifii and I'.o could not see tho ncco.°. 
sity for this vote. 

■Tho amount was struck out, 10 to 8. 
(Cheers.) 

Metchosin, incidental expenses, §2 50. 

Passed, 

Mr. Wilson, amid loud laughter, hoped 
Mr. Ilolgosun had no objection to this 
vote. 

Mv. Smitlio complained that Uuwichan 
and Nanaimo were loft out in tho distribu- 
tion of these educational votes. 

Connnissionera, &c., §3,000.07. Pa.ss- 
ed. 

Mr. Bennett asked if Mr. Allen's claim 
would bo paid out of this vote. 

Mr. Beaven could not say. 

Mv. Ash said there had been an attempt 
made to hoodwink tho House, else there 
would be no necessity to ask for such large 
sums. 

Vietorift Gorge road, S2639.90(ro-vote.) 
Mr. Ash asked for information on this 
item. 

!Mr. Beaven replied that the sum was a 
revote in order to carry out a rojcilution 
of the House two years ago. 

Mr. Smitho contended that this was not 
a revote. The explanation of tho minis- 
ter of finance was not satisfactory. The 
sum was simply an addition to tho vote 
for Victoria district. 

Mv. Mcllnioyl said that the .small ap- 
propriation for the district would not ad- 
mit of tho road in question being linishod 
when it was made and ho thought it ought 
to bo finished as soon as possible. 

Mr. Ash contended that questions put 
by members should be answered in a 
straightforward way. He moved that the 
item bo struck out. 

Mr. Williams was of opinion that the 
road in question was much needed, as in 
case of anything happening to tho bridges 
on the Es(piimalt road this would bo tho 
only road that could be used. 

jNIr. Sinithe said that tho amount put 
down for this short piece of road was more 
than 81000 over what was appropriated for 
tho whole of Cowichan district. He 
would therefore bo obliged to vote against 
it. 

Mr. Wilson thought tho proper way to 
look at this item was to consider it a re- 
vote. The sum need not all be expended. 

Mr. P'erguaon w.as astonished to find 
such an amount as this on tho supplemen- 
tary estimates. He was .astonished to 
find the attorney-general allowing such a 
thing. Other districts were entirely 
without roads, and this item w.as smug- 
gled in when it was not wanted. 

Mr. Humphreys remarked that this 
item was only a lapse vote revived. The 
amount could not be spent anywhere else 
and there was everything to justify the 
expenditure* 

Mr. Smitho could not coincide with the 
idea that t'le expenditure was necessary. 
If other districts had fair appropriations 
ho would not oppose, but such not being 
the case he must vote against it. 

iSIr. Gallagher could not see tho neces- 
sity for rovoting the item. There wore 
many parts of the country that needed 
roads worse than this. 

iMr. Walkom remarked that it was fur 
tho committee to say whethei' or not the 
money should be voted. The spirit of 
tho resolution passed by the House last 
session that money unexpended should be 
revoted in the district for which it was 
appropriated had been rigidly carried out. 

Mr. Ash here withdrew his amendment 
and the item passed. 

Now Westminster district, §323.29 (re- 
vote.) Passed. 

Mr. McGillivray regretted that a larger 
sum was not put down in tho supplemen- 
tary estimates for tho trunk road from 
New Westminster to Yalo. 

Payment for labor, material and sup- 
plies furnished contractors for construc- 
tion of cofferdam, Esquimalt, 80430.24. 

Mr. Walkom explained tho above item. 

Mr. Drummond was surprised that af- 
ter the reBolution ho had on the orders re- 
specting this matter such a small sum 
shotdd be brought down for the payment 
of tho creditors of Reed Bros. He sup- 
ported the government in all they had 
done in tho matter of Reed Bros, and he 
h.ad hoped that tho gentlemen who had 
contributed to pushing on that work would 
not have lost their money. All that he 
had asked of the government was that 
they should take up his resolution and 
deal with it nn its merits. Tho amount 
brought down would not more than p.ay 
oil" one-half of the sum needed. Only the 
paltry sum of §6,436.24 had been brought 
down— about enough to pn;y 50 cents on 
the dollar. 



Mv. Smitho remarked that a bill had 
been promised by tho govorninoiit to dcd 
with this question and he did not see how 
a simplo vote on tho estimates could 
amount to anything in the face of a bill 
passed last year which tied tlio govern- 
ment's hands unless Reed Bros, should 
waive all claims. The act would be as 
binding us over if not repealed and this 
vote would go for nothing. Ue was glad 
to hear tho government were going to 
deal with Reed Bros.' claim. Ho must 
say that under the ciroumstancos it was 
not fair to make Kinipplo & Morris the 
arbitrators, although the contract provid- 
ed for it. Kinipple it Morris had them- 
selves a disputed claim upon the govern- 
ment, which claim was contingent upon 
Reed Bros, being pusiied to the wall. He 
referred to the contract to show how tho 
claim arose with reference to Mr. Ben- 
nett's salary. In his opinion tho claim 
of the dry dock engineers was baseless, 
but still it might influence their judg- 
ment and prejudice the claims of tho 
contractors. Ho was glad tho govorniuont 
at last adnutted they might have been 
wrong in rofusng any consideration of 
those claims. With reference to tho local 
creditorsjhe thought tho government ought 
to explain clearly tho position of matters. 
It would not be right to pass this 
vote to nmke all the creditors believe they 
were going to be paid and then after tho 
session was over take refuge under tho 
act of last year anil refuso to pay a dollar. 

.Mr, Walkoni .said the governmont 
never inteudei.1 tu bring in any bill that 
would iuterfero w ith tho rights of crodit- 
or.s or of anybody else. Such an acl. would 
at once bo disallowed. He thought that 
the matter of Reed Unjs. would now bu 
satisfactorily arranged by referring tho 
whole thing to Messrs. Kinipple & 
Morris. Kolercnce was made to tlie bal- 
ance shoot of the provincial auditor where 
it wa.s stated that the sum of §0436.24 
was all that was actu.ally duo Rood Bros. 

Mr. Williams regretted tho small sum 
on tho supplementary estimates and ho 
hoped tho proper persons would be paid 
out of this Ruiall sum. 

.Mr. Smitho could not think that .Messrs. 
Kinipplo >t Morris wimo tiin proper per- 
sons to arbitrate upon this matter as they 
had disputed accounts of their own against 
tho governmont. An ofl'ort should bo 
made to put tho matter on a proper foot- 
ing. Tho governmont had no right to 
put the ijoualty clause in forco, and now 
it was assorted that the clause should not 
have boon put in force. .Such a clause 
never ought to have boon put in tho bill. 
Ho contended that if the governmont had 
any real intention of paying the creditors 
of Reed ISros. they could only do so by 
repealing tho act referring to tho ques- 
tion. .Vlthough tho sum of 80,430.24 
was on tl'.o aurijlemeutary estiinatea tha 
local creditors would not get any portion 
of it. 

Mr. Walkem replied at some length 
quoting authorities in support of the 
power of tho legislature in similar 
matters. 

Jlr. Ilelgescn said that taking into con- 
sideration tho hardahi|)s of the creditors 
of Reed Bros, the government should pay 
the accounts in full. Ho hoped not a 
cent of it would over go into lawyers' 
hands. 

Mr. Smithe was not satisfied with tho 
explanations of the Attorney General. 

.Mr. Walkom said ho was prepared to 
waive tho penalty clause in favor of the 
creditors of Reid Bros. 

Mr. Ash clearly understood that the 
governinont now intonded to refer tho 
claims of Reed Bros, to arbitration. This 
should have been done a year ago. As 
soon as tho case went to arbitration it 
would rest on its merits. 

Jlr. Beaven did not sui)pose that tho 
tiguros made out by tho auditor were ex- 
actly accurate. Rood Bros, had boon paid 
a certain amount for the removal of tho 
cofferdam. The account was therefore in 
favor of the coiTordam contractors. Ho 
then went into oxplanations about tho 
contract. He wished to show that tho 
utmost fairness had boon manifested in 
the matter. 

Jlr. Walkom said that ho could not 
bring in a bill to pay Reed Bros', money 
to other parties. 

Mr. Vernon said that tho most sur- 
prising part of the question w.as that this 
conclusion liad not been jirrivod at last 
year. 

Mr. Smithe remarked that tho hon. the 
attorney general hail ton days ago stated 
a Bill would be brought down to deal 
with tho claims and had refused to put a 
sum upon tho regular estimates ; now he 
states that such a Bill would bo illegal and 
would be disallowed at Ottaw;i. The Attor- 
ney General liad taken so many positions 
with reference to this ijuestion that it was 
diihcult to know what he meant. Ho 
(Mr. Smithe) stated the penalties of tho 
contract in his opinion could neither bo 
legally or equitably enforced; but ho 
would like tu know if tho government 
now admitted that. I'ecause if not ho 
took it they wore wilfully leaving thoir 
own hands tied inasmuch as tho act of 
last year only gave them powsr to waive 
the demurage claim conditionally which 
conditions would never be fulfilled. 

.Mr. Walkem replied they would not 
waive penalties to Reid Bros, but they 
might do .so to the creditors. 

Mr. Wilson niidnrstcjod the question 
now to bo that if in the final sottloment 
there should be sutficient to p.ay tho cred- 
itors then they would got their money; but 
not otherwise. 

Mr. Sinithe said the matter now stood 
thus: If the aibitiatiun went in favor of 
Reed Brothers the money would bo taken 
to pay the creditors and if tho arbitration 
wont against them the demurrage (would 
be allowed to the creditors and they 
would be paid out of that. 

Mr. Walkem — No, no! The hon. gen- 
tleman docs not understand it. 

Mr. Williams wanted to know why the 
creditors should wait tifl the final sottlo- 
ment is effected before the sum in tho 
supplementary estimates be paid outi 

i\Ir. Smitho said the deduction of tho 
last speaker was a logical one. As tho 
dernurrago was to bo used in favor of tho 
creditors anyhow, whether Kinniplo & 
Morris decided in favor of tho govorn- 
nieut or not, it followed that tho money 
might as well bo paid at once (hear, hear.) 

Mv. Ash considered that the money 
should be paid at once. 

Jlr. Widkem would not say who was 
wholly right or who was wholly wrong. 
Tho matter w.as going to arbitration to 
find out tho right of tho matter. Tho 
government have the power to p.ay this 
sum to the creditors; but they wished to 
havo tho question decided before doing so. 

Mr. Smithe wanted to know if tho 
government had resolved not to pay the 
money until after arbitration 1 

Mr. Walkom said it could not be paid 
sooner. ■•- / 

Mr. Smitho thought the credilorsWight 
have been told that before and 
they would not havo had thoir 
hopes raised only to bo destroyed again. 
.Vt the .same time after the statement of 
the government to-day he could not see 
why the creditors should not be paid at 
once. 

Item passed. 

Mr, AsU complained about an item of 



old standing not being paid for destvoy- 
ing v.olves and panthers In the Oomox 
district. 

Mr. Smithe explainod tho matter and 
stated that ■ the chiini was a logitimate 
one and that it was tho duty of the gov- 
ernment to havo put an amount on the 
estimates of 1878 to pay it. Tho amount 
should j'et bo paid and it w.as not right 
that tho private individual who had paid 
the moiuiy out of liis own pocket should 
lose it. * 

Mr. Huniphroys said the fault leslod 
with the late govorninent and not with 
tho present one. 

Mr. Smitho contended that this was 
not tho case. 

Mr. A.sh asked the committeo to take 
notice that the government had acknewl- 
edgod that tho debt due an individual was 
a just one and ought to be paid. 

House adjourned till 7:30 p.m.

In reply to Mr. .\sh, Mr. Beaven said 
that legal proceedings had boon instituted 
against him on account of an alleged de- 
tention of a voucher presented by Mr. 
Dawson. 

In reply to Mr. Vernon, Mr. Walkom 
declined to give any information as to tho 
missing vouchor referred to in tho pre- 
vious question and answer on the ground 
that legal procoodiiiga wore pending on 
tho subject. 

Mr. Smitho said tho answer was insuQi- 
cient. Tho House had a right to insist 
upon the executive giving tho fullest in- 
formation on every subject. It had boon 
charged that the vouchor was improperly 
dealt with. It w.as said to havo been ap- 
proved by the Chief Commisaiouer after 
having been countersigned by the rosidout 
engineer, and was improperly taken pos- 
session of by the finance minister. 

Mr. Walkom declined to answer on 
grounds previously stated. 

Mr. Ash asked, what proper authority 
was absent as one reason for non-payment 
of the vouchor referred to in my question 
put to you on Wedncsd.ay tho 9th iust.l 
Tho act was most questionable (order. ) 
A man goes to the treasury with a piece 
of paper — 

Loud calls for order."- 

Mr. Ash maintained that he was in 
order, but the Speaker decided that he 
w.afl not. 

Mr. Beaven said there was a suit pend- 
ing in this matter and ho declined to an- 
swer. 

Mr. Ash said he had put a question in 
good faith to obtain information respect- 
ing tho abstraction of a voucher which 
was presented at the treasury for payment. 
If such an act had boon done by a business 
man he would have been arrested and 
punished for tho commission of a crime. 
He held that some day or other justice 
would be done, but not so long as the 
finance minister held the purse-strings. 

Mr. Walkom said that this was the last 
dying kick of the hon, member for Comox, 
whose conduct had been such as not to 
facilitate business. His language to-night 
had been unworthy. The voucher was 
dealt with in a straightforward, manly 
way, as would soon be shown. 

5lr. Beaven said the member for Co- 
mox had made a statement that ho would 
not make outside this House. He had 
intimated that ho (Mr. Beaven) had com- 
mitted a crime. Ho had given every in- 
formation in his power, and ha was not 
afraid that when proper inquiry took 
place that ho would bo vindicated. A 
more cowardly statement than that mado 
by tho member for Comox to-night had 
never been mado on tho floor of this 
House. Ho had given tho member the 
fullest satisfaction on two distinct occa- 
sions and his statement to-night was most 
cowardly. 

Mr. Vernon — Will there be a suit, or 
is it only threatened ! 

Mr. Walkom could not s.ay. It was 
ponding. 

Mr. Ash charged that if the conduct of 
the finance minister was fair and above* 
board he would give i. straightforward an- 
swer ("order" and "hear.") The govern- 
ment inombors t.alkcd like so many con- 
spirators or culprits. They shirked every 
question. 

Mr. Smitho said he was always sorry 
when personalities were used on either 
side of tho House, and while ho was sorry 
for tho hard words used by tho member 
for Comox, lie must say that that gentle- 
man h.ad had strong provocation. On a 
previous occasion answers to questions to 
the same effect were evaded. They had 
boon evaded to-night. If everything was 
straightforward why thoidd the govern- 
m.ent refuse a ntraightforward answer?. 

Mr, Beaven asked the member for Yale 



If n lawyer had not drawn out the ques- 
tions for him? 

Mr. Vernon said that was a most ex- 
traordinary inquiry. It was simply uona 
of his business. All these questions had 
been burked. 

ftlr, Drummond said he was ruled out 
of order tho othor^day whon he used tho 
word burked. 

The motion to adjourn was declared 

lost. 

<'A!ill!uO CO.MPANV .MILL. 

In reply to Mr. Mara, Mr. Walkem 
said the Cariboo Qu.artz Company had 
not carried out its-agreement with tho 
governmont; the government had no 
power to forocloso tho mortgage on tho 
mill; and thoy had no power to t.ako pos- 
session of it. That was his opinion now; 
but ho would look into the matter. 

RAILWAY RESERVE.

Mr. Drummnod moved that the .appro- 
priation of 86000 set down in the esti- 
mates for the Royal Hospital of Victoria 
city be paid to the appointees of the gov- 
ernment and by them dispensed until tho 
subscribers elect a board of management 
for said institution in accordance with 
the resolutions passed by this House. 

Mr, Williams seconded, 

Mr, Drummond referred to the recent 
election of the Victoria board and aald the 
honor and dignity of tho House must be 
maintained. 

I\Ir. Walkem ,^gain expressed regret that 
politics should have been introduced into 
charities; it would have boon better 
if the hon. member had staid away from 
the late meeting. Ho neither represent- 
ed the government nor - tho House at 
that meeting. (Mr. Drummond. I re- 
presented the $2.50 subscribers.) A char- 
itable gentleman had told him that the 
late hospital meeting meant no disrespect 
to the government and Mr. Drummond 
had Ireprosented at that meeting that ho 
represented tho govornment. 

Mr. Drummond — I represented myself. 
Mr. Walkom— Ho represontod Mr.Druni- 
mond and no one else, I am glad to say. 
The Victoria Hospital was not the pro- 
perty of the govornment, and there had 
been no complaints made.

About ten months ago an unfortunate 
woman took her own life on Broad street 
by swallowing poison.

At San Francisco 
all traco of her was lost until a few weeks 
ago, whon, it is said, a legal firm of 
this city obtained indisputable evidence 
to the effect that the wretched suicide of 
Broad street and i'lo Louisan'a banker's 
daughter were ono and tho samo. 

Roads, 

When the govornment will appropriate 
such a wrotohed pittance to road-making, 
and when tho House will deliberately de- 
clare that tho appropriation is not too 
small, one almost feols as though it wore 
useless to write about the necessity for 
improving tho road communication of the 
interior; but there are cases of such ex- 
treme hardship that we cannot withhold 
our pen. The primary importance of af- 
fording greater facilities for tho mnvo- 
mont of produce to tho markets created 
by railway work has been repeatedly ad- 
verted ta in these columns; and amongst 
the work necessary for that purpose there 
are perhaps none more urgent than the 
improvement of the road, so called, con- 
necting tho thriving and productive settle- 
ment of Nicola Valley with tho main 
trunk road at Spenco's Bridge. Tho road, 
or a considerable portion of it, is now in 
such a condition as to be almost unfit for 
use. Even cattle cannot be driven over 
part of it. When the importance of tho 
settlement in question and the amount of 
stuff it is capable of supplying to tho rail- 
way works aro considered, we think some 
effort should bo mado towards improving 
that road during the coming season. — 
N. W. Herald.

The Directors in making their Aiimial Report have to inform tlio Subscribers 
that during the past year they have .siiccoeclcd ir. imrcha.sing a plot of land of 5 acres 
immediately adjoining the Hcspital, fur the purpose of erecting an A.sylum for Con- 
vale.scents in connoctioii with tlio Llospital. The (iovernnicnt havo voted a sum of 
money for tlio erection of the neceH.sary buildings; but before the works could be 
commenced tho Governiiieiit reijuired the Innd to bo convoyed to the Crown, which 
has been done. The coming sping will, it is hoped, boo this most necessary adjunct 
to the institutions of the Province completed. 

The Directors regret that the Houho of Assembly havo passed a resolution com 
eletely reversing the policy under which ilio Ilcspital has been for so many years 
not un.succossfully managed; hitherto the Government have boon content with hav- 
ing two Dirootors on the Board, and as a rule these Government Directors have been 
active and useful members, and have fully answered tho purposes for which they were 
placed on the Board. 

The other Directors are the nominees of the Subscribers. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho interests of those for whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a groat deal of time, and to suppoao that work 
which ia now iierforniod efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is sup[)osing too inucli, and tho iiievitablo result will bo a rocurronco 
to the wor.st evils of tho past. The interest wliich the public now take in tho insti- 
tution will, it'ia feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

. ' :■ The Birectora have again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunstiiuir and the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitfiblo societies and 
individuals who Iwvo gencrou.sly contributed to tho support of the institution. 

Tho aflairs of the Hospital have been economieally managed, aa will bo seen by 
tlie amount of sufierings relieved and the Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report the Directurs regret that tho change introduced by the 
Government will prevent thuni again oll'ering their services, and from the applications 
which havo been received for a return of subscriptions and the opinions expressed of 
the change, they fear that tho closing of one of tho most useful institutions of tho 
Province will ultimately be the result. 

There yet remains to be eonaidcred the question of the ownership of the pro- 
perty and tlie terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
sent changes will nii'ect it. On this subject tho Directors are not yot in a position to 
give an opinion.

In conclusion I havo to express my thanks to m.y professional brethren, who havo 
always rendered mo any assi.stance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of the Board of Directors to the admirable manner in •which tho Suporin- 
tendenfc, Mr. Kobinson, has conducted the internal affairs of tha Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the patients compatiBlo with tho discipline 
neceisBary in a public institution.
